We are pleased and proud to 
announce the publication of a bul- 
letin entitled “Growing Small Fruits 
in the Prairie Provinces.” It is 
illustrated with a series of admirable 
photographs most of which are by 
courtesy of the Division of Horti- 
culture, Dominion Department. of 
Agriculture. ® 

The subject matter was written 
by Mr. W. R. Leslie, Superin- 
tendent, Dominion Experimental 
Station, Morden, Manitoba. It deals 
with *recommended varieties, cul- 
tural and harvesting methods, pests 
and diseases of strawberries, rasp- 
berries, currants, gooseberries, etc. 
Tree fruits, such as apples, plums 
and cherries, are no’ included; but 
will} we hope, be the subject of 
another bulletin to be published in 
the not too distant future. 

Copies are available, free of

to the retailer from whom the 
purchase is made.
